THE CIVIL SERVICK. 


A Letter from the President to the 
Commissioners. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The President has sent a 
long letter to the Civil Service Commission, 
recommending an extension of the limits of 
the classified service. He says: “I desire 
to make a suggestion regarding subdivision 
C, general rule 3, of the amended rules pro- 
mulgated on February 2d. It provides for 
the promotion of an employé in a depart- 
ment who is below or outside of the classi- 
fied service to a place within said classified 
service in the same department upon 
request of the appointing officer, 
upon recommendation of the commission 
and approval of the President after a non- 
competitive examination, in case such per- 
son has served continuously for two years 
in the place from which it is proposed to 
promote him. This provision must be exe- 
cuted with caution to avoid the application 
of it to cases not intended, and to avoid un 
due relaxation of the general pu yew 
the civil service law. Non-competitive ex- 
aminations are exceptions to the plan.of the 
act, and the rules permitting the same 
should be strictly construed. Cases arising 
under the exception above recited should 
precisely meet l requirements 

specifi and should be supported 
by facts which will develop the basis 
and reason of the application of the a “p 
ing officer, and which will commen 
pack ndgment of the commission and to 
ent. The sole purpose of the provis- 
on ~+~ to benefit the _ service, and it 
should never be permi to operate as an 
evasion of the main feature of the Jaw, 
which is for competitive examinations. As 
these cases wi rst be presented to the 
commission for recommendation, 1 have to 
request that you will formulate a. lan b 
which their merits can be tested. This will 
naturally involve a statement of all the 
facts deemed necessary for the determina- 
tion of such applications. Attention is also 
called to the necessity of a better and uni- 
form classification of employés in the differ- 
ent departments.” 
After referring to the several classifica- 
tions and. grades of salary in the Govern- 
ment departments, the President says: 
“I wish the commission would revise 
these classifications and submit to mea 
plan which will, as far as possible, make 
them uniform an vemede the present con- 
dition which permits a person to entera 
grade in the service in one department 
without any examination, which, in another 
department, can only be entered after pass- 
ing such examination.”

Proposed Terminal Railway Facili- 
ties Company for San Diego.

proposition to. organize a San 
Diego Terminal Railway Facilities 
Company, which was first formally — 
gested acthe meeting of citizens held 
Thursday, meets with almost upani- 
mous favor, and those who have given 
the details of the plan the greatest 
consideration are the heartiest in their 
approval. In fact, it is looked upon as 
an enterprise which would undoubt- 
edly prove of greater future import- 
ance than any other that could be in- 
at this time. 

‘he plan, briefly stated, is to organ- 
ize and incorporate under the laws of 
the State and under the general con- 
trol of the city council,a company 
composed of local citizens entirely, for 
the purpose of maintaining a line of | 
railway along the water front of the 
city, from La Playa to National City 
for the purpose of affording terminal 
facilities on equal terms and for all 
time to-all railroads entering the city. 
The company ‘also proposes to con- 
struct such wharves and docks as may 
be necessary to bring railway and mar- 
itime commerce together. 

Tbe advantages of the plan will be 
found in the fact that with such an ar- 
rangement complete.any railroad,trans- 
continental or otherwise, will at any 
time in the future be afforded termi- 
nal facilities in San Diego, on equal 
terms with any other railroad now 
here or to come, and that it insures the 
city against any further disfigurement 
by transecting railway lines. It will pre- 
vent effectually any one railway com- 
pany from obtaining anything like a 
monopoly of the water front, and as 
the company is to be com-: 
posed of and controlled by local citi- 
zens, whose interest in the welfare of 
the city is general rather than special, 
the whole to be undér the direct con- 
trol of the City Council, a guarantee is 
secured against injurious management. 
A Sun reporter this morning sought 
opinions from half a dozen property 
owners and citizens whose solicitude 
for the best interests of San Diego has 
been amply demonstrated. E.W. Morse 
was one of the citizens seen. “I am 
heartily in favor of that movement,” 
he said. “If itis properly guarded it 
can only result in great future benefits 
to the city.

In this city, in addi- 
tion to the $1000 license fee. we have a 
local ordinance, called the ‘Patrol 
simit” ordinance, restricting saloons 
geographically to the business center 
of the city. We find thisto be a most 
wholesome = of legislation, and be- 
lieve it to one which should be 
copied by every city of any size in the 
country. In the absence of high 
license and the Patrol Limit Act, I 
have no doubt that the saloons in the 
two cities would number 1600 today, as 
against the 572 now existing. : 
The same story comes from every 
quarter. In Philadelphia for instance, 
under high licence the number of sa- 
loons has been rednced in twelve 
months from 6000 to 3000, with a more 
than improvement in 
the order.and morality of the city. In 
Chicago, since the adoption of high 
license in 1882, the number of saloons 
has been reduced Pp 1200, though the 
population of the city bas increased by 
385,000, also with a more than corre- 
sponding in.provement in the morality 
of the city. Now take the effects of 
rohibition. We have at hand a Port- 
and, Me., paper, which claims that 
the number of saloons at present run- 
ning full blast in that city is greater 
than at any time within the past 10 
ears. We have the assertion of Gov. 
sarrabee of Iowa, another prohibition 
State, that in regard to the working of 
the prohibition law, “it is a disgrace to 
the State to have its authority so 
openly defied.’”’ We have the city of 
Atlanta, Ga., which had full experi- 
ence of the beauties of prohibition and 
which only within the pasy month or 
two voted itdqwn. We have the case 
of the great province of Ontaria, in a 
large number of counties of which the 
prohibition Scott Act has been tried, 
and in five of which counties it has 
just been repealed. In a word, pro- 
hibition is proving in very many in- 
stances to be a total failure, whereas, 
in the words of the Tribune, it is the 
peculiarity of high license that it has 
never made a failure. We leave it to 
the common sense of all thinking men, 
which system has proved itself the 
_— powerful in aid of temperance re- 
orm. 


HABBL SCHREIBER. 


Short Sketch of the Career of a Los 

Angeles Israelite. 

{Sued California Post.] 
Dr. Emanuel Schreiber, born Decem- 
ber 18, 1852, in Leipnek, Moravia, for 
centuries the seat of Rabbinical schools, 
studied in Berlin from 1870 to 1874, 
where the title Doctor Philosophiac 
was conferred upom him. He received 
the diploma of Rabbi from five of the 
most prominent theologians in Ger- 


many. 
During 1874-°75 Dr. Schreiber worked 
in the educational field as professor in 
+ Wolfenborttel University. From 1875 
to 1878 he labored in his chosen field of 
‘rabbi in Elbring, West Prussia, and 
from 1878 to 1881 in Bonn, one of the 
oldest congregations of Germany, 
The anti-Semitic movement which 
did great harm to the Jewish reform 
movement, the catise of which the 
learned doctor always most enthusias- 
tically espoused, induced him to accept 
a call tendered to him by the congrega- 
ticn of Mobile, Ala., while still in 
Bonn. After two years’ labor in the 
South, the Doctor came west; first to 
Denver, where he officiated from 1883 
to 1885, and then to this city, where, 
just at this time, the great era of prog- 
ress and improvement commenced. 
Dr. Schreiber is one of the most as- 
siduous authors. He has published 
eighteen books on Judaism in Ger- 
many and several English pamphlets 
in this country. The German Oriental 
Societies of Leipsig and Halle honored 
him with membership, a privilege be- 
stowed upon those only who have ren- 
dered service to science and literature. 
His work on ‘‘Moses Mendelssohn,”’ 
which was translated into English by 
Dr. Wise of Cincinnati, for his ‘‘Amer- 
ican Israelite,” elicited so much praise 
in the German press that the present 
Emperor—then Crown Prince of Ger- 
many—in a letter to the doctor, took 
occasion to compliment him and to ex- 
press his sympathy with the ideas ex- 
pressed therein.

A POOL'SH SUIT. 


A Man Who i:hinks He Bas Been 
Injured Sues Maj. Bonebrake. 

D. A. McDougald is seeking relief for 
damage done to his reputation, credit, 
peace, contentment, etc., by instituting a 
suit at law aguinst Maj. George H. Bone- 
brake, president of the Los Angeles Na- 
tional Bank, and F. C. Howes, cashier of 
the same bank.
